He canno t fo rget that o f aro u nd 22,000,000 
Americans w’ho vo ting fo r the o ppo sing candi­ 
date. many, many c i them so vo ted because they 
tho u ght peace might thus be best preseiwed. He 
canno t fo rget that his o wm specific pledges o f 
peace, so lo ng *as peace is permitted us, were 
the passages wdiich drew the deepest respo nse.
